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INTO  THE  THEOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

1.  Candidates  for  admission  into  this  department 
must  be  in  full  communion  with  some  evangelical  church, 

2.  They  must  evince  the  possession  of  natural  abili¬ 
ties  adapted  to  efficiency  in  the  ministry,  involving  good 
common  sense,  aptness  to  teach,  and  industrious  habits. 

3.  They  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  sound 
Conversion  to  God,  decided  piety,  prudent  Christian  de¬ 
portment,  and  a  divine  call  to  the  gospel  ministry,  in¬ 
cluding  scriptural  motives  for  desiring  to  enter  it. 

Remark. — Persons  having  the  above  qualifications 
will  be  received  into  this  department  irrespective  of  age 
or  domestic  ties,  and  without  regard  to  denominational 
relations. 

Note. — In  this  department  no  charge  is  made  for  tui¬ 
tion  or  lectures. 

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 
THEOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  full  course  embraces  a  period  of  three  years, 
each  year  being  divided  into  three  sessions.  Students 
can  enter  at  the  beginning  of  each  session1. 

This  course  is  modified,  so  as  to  accommodate  those, 
whose  age  and  other  circumstances  do  not  permit  them, 
or  whose  attainments  render  it  unnecessary  for  them, 
to  pass  through  the  entire  course. 

The  branches  included  in  the  full  course  are  :  Bibli¬ 
cal  Antiquities;  Natural  and  Apologetic  Theology;  Bib¬ 
lical  Criticism ;  Hermeneutics  ;  Exegesis  ;  Church  His¬ 
tory  ;  Catechetics ;  Sacred  Chronology  ;  Didactic  and  Po¬ 
lemic  Theology  ;  Pastoral  Theology  ;  Homiletics;  Church 
Government ;  Instruction  on  Missions  and  Revivals.

Miscellaneous  Items. 

A  merit  roll  is  kept,  showing  the  scholarship,  con¬ 
duct,  and  attendance  of  each  student.  At  the  end  of 
each  session,  these  reports,  if  desired,  will  be  given  to 
the  students,  or  forwarded  to  parents  and  guardians. 

It  is  highly  important  that  students  should  be  present 
to  attend  the  first  recitations  at  t^ie  opening  of  the  se§-„ 
sions. 

The  Institute  year  is  designedly  so  arranged  as  to 
afford  students  an  opportunity  of  earning  considerable 
toward  their  support,  by  giving  them  a  continuous  vaca*^ 
tion  of  eleven  weeks  between  the  Spring  and  Fall  ses¬ 
sions.  It  is  also  thought  that  this  arrangement  secures  :.x 
the  most  favorable  part  of  the  year  for  study. 
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The  Susquehanna  Female  College,  under  the  control 
and  direction  of  Rev.  Prof.  C.  C.  Baughman,  is  also  lo¬ 
cated  in  this  place  ;  and  the  sessions  in  this  Institution, 
synchronizing  with  the  sessions  of  the.  Missionary  Insti¬ 
tute,  the  opportunity  is  afforded  for  brothers  and  sisters 
to  accompany  each  other  in  attending  school. 

Design. 

The  Missionary  Institute  owes  its  origin  to  a  felt  ne¬ 
cessity  arising  from  the  inadequate  number  of  ininis- 
.  ters  in  the  Lutheran  Church.  The  Design,  as  stated  in 
the  statutes  of  the  Institute,  is  “the  education  of  pious 
and  sound-minded  men  (irrespective  of  age  or  domestic 
ties)  for  the  office  of  the  holy  ministry  in  file  Evangeli¬ 
cal  Lutheran  Church,  including,  the  mission  field  at 
home  and  abroad.5*  And  in  order  to  accomplish  its 
full  design,  the  Institute  is  made  to  consist  of  two  de¬ 
partments — a  Theological  and  Literary.  The  course 
of  education  in  both  is  designed  to  be  thorough  and  lib¬ 
eral  ;  the  peculiarity  of  the  course  is  in  its  adaptation  to 
the  circumstances  and  previous  attainments  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  who  come  here  to  be  educated. 


Location. 

This  institution  is  located  at  Selinsgrove,  Snyder 
County,  Pennsylvania.  Selinsgrove  is  the  principal 
town  in  the  county,  and  delightfully  situated  on  the 
west  bank  of  the  Susquehanna  river,  fifty  miles  above 
Harrisburg.  It  is  easily  accessible  by  the  North  Cen¬ 
tral  Railroad,  which  is  on  the  opposite  bank  of  the  riv¬ 
er,  and  forms  connections  with  other  lines  north  and 
south  of  this  place.  By  stage  communication  it  is  also 
connected  with  the  Pennsylvania  Central  Railroad  at 
Mifflin,  Juniata  County,  Pennsylvania,

OF  THE  MISSIONARY  INSTITUTE. 

Requirements. 

All  the  students  from  abroad  are  required  to  room  in  the  Institute  buil¬ 
ding. 

Morning  Prayers  shall  be  conducted  by  the  Theological  students,  in  al¬ 
phabetical  order  ;  which  all  the  students  rooming  in  the  building  shall  at¬ 
tend. 

Devotional  Exercises,  viz  :  Prayer  and  reading  the  Scriptures,  shall  be 
held  every  morning  at  the  opening  of  the  Collegiate  Department — to  be 
conducted  by  one  of  the  Professors — at  which  all  the  Collegiate  students 
shall  be  present,  and  conduct  themselves  with  proper  decorum. 

All  the  students  of  both  departments  are  required  to  atfend  faithfully  to 
their  studies,  and  for  this  purpose  to  be  in  their  rooms  during  study  hours, 
except  when  required  to  be  present  in  school  room  or  at  recitation.  These 
hours  are  from  eight  to  twelve  A.  M.,  two  to  fiye  P.  M.,  and  seven  and  a 

half  to  nine  and  a  half  P.  M. 

/ 

Exceptions. —On  those  evenings  when  the  students  attend  the  public 
devotional  exercises  at  the  places  assigned  them,  they  are  permitted  to  be 
absent  from  their  rooms  not  more  than  fifteen  minutes  after  the  close  of 
those  exercises. 

This  regulation  is  applicable  also  to  the  Literary  Societies.  The  stu¬ 
dents  shall  always  pass  quietly  through  the  building,  and  after  each  reci¬ 
tation  repair  promptly  to  the  place  designated* 

They  shall  preserve  order  in  their  rooms,  and  open  their  doors  at  all 
times  to  any  officer  of  the  Institute. 

They  shall  be  careful  in  regard  to  tire,  and  pay  all  expenses  incurred  for 
repairing  damages  done  bv  themselves,  or  at  their  connivance,  to  any  of  the 
Institute  property. 
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Each  student  shall  keep  a  pail  or  bucket  in  his  room.  They  shall  admit 
no  visitors  into  their  rooms  during  study  hours.  They  shall  not  attend 
parties  or  mixed  assemblies.  They  shall  not  be  absent  from  examinations. 

The  students  shall  regularly  attend  public  worship,  at  such  places  as  the 
Faculty  shall  direct,  except  in  cases  in  which  parents  or  guardians  direct 
otherwise. 

The  Superintendent,  or  one  of  the  Professors,  shall  hold  a  special  meet¬ 
ing  for  devotional  purposes  every  Lord’s  day  at  such  hours  as  he  may  des¬ 
ignate  ;  which  all  the  Theological  students,  and  all  others  rooming  in  the 
Institute,  shall  be  required  regularly  to  attend. 

No  student  shall  leave  the  Institution,  or  suspend  his  studies,  during 
term  time. 

Any  student  wishing  to  be  absent  from  recitation,  must  obtain  permis. 
sion  in  each  instance  from  his  teacher. 

There  shall  be  no  departure  from  the  above  regulations,  except  by  spec¬ 
ial  permission. 

STUDENTS  ASSOCIATIONS. 

No  Literary  Societies,  Clubs,  or  other  organizations  of  any  kind  shall  be 
formed  by  the  students,  or  composed  of  them,  without  permission  from 
the  Faculty ;  and  all  such  associations  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the 
visitation  and  supervision  of  the  Professors,  and  when  deemed  detrimental 
to  the  interests  of  the  Institute,  may  be  dissolved  by  the  Faculty. 

MATRICULATION. 

The  period  of  probation  prior  to  matriculation,  shall  be  three  weeks. 

PLEDGE. 

I  declare  it  to  be  my  sincere  intention  to  devote  myself  to  the  pursuit  of 
the  studies  assigned  me  in  the  Institute,  and  solemnly  promise,  that  as 
long  as  I  remain  a  member  thereof,  I  will  faithfully  attend  all  the  instruc- 
fions,  conscientiously  observe  all  the  regulations  of  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws,  pay  due  respect  and  obedience  to  the  instructors,  and  treat  all 
men  as  brethren. 

THINGS  FORBIDDEN. 

Using  explosive  fluids  as  lights  in  the  building. 

Throwing  refuse  matter  out  of  fhe  windows  or  into  the  halls  of  the  build¬ 
ing.. 

Visiting  the  kitchen  or  refectory,  except  at  meal  time. 

Using  profane  or  obscene  language,  lewd  conduct,  &c. 

Profaning  the  Sabbath,  &c. 

Avowmg  or  propogating  immoral  principles. 
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Playing  cards,  and  all  species  of  gambling. 

Using  intoxicating  liquors. 

Keeping  gunpowder,  fire-arms,  or  deadly  weapons  of  any  kind  about 
the  person  or  in  the  rooms. 

Allowing  disordef  in  the  room>  or  making  disorder  within  or  about  the 
Institute  building. 

Spitting  tobacco  juice  upon  the  floor. 

PENALTIES. 

The  penalties  that  will  be  inflicted  for  the  violation  of  any  of  these  regu¬ 
lations,  shall  consist  of  reprimands,  abridgments  of  privileged,  suspen¬ 
sions  and  expulsions.

POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE  FACULTY. 

The  Faculty  shall  have  power  to  examine  and  decide  on  all  cases  of  disci¬ 
pline,  to  admit  students,  to  determine  the  rules  of  decorum  and  duty 
which  the  students  are  to  observe,  and  to  admonish  and  dismiss  any  stu¬ 
dent  who  shall  prove  immoral,  or  disobedient,  or  dangerous  to  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  Institute,  and  if  a  Theological  student,  also,  when  found  un¬ 
sound  in  his  religious  views.
